SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


Mr.  J.  Madison  Howe,  Chairman, 

Grantham  Board  of  Education, 

Grantham,  New  Hampshire. 

Dear  Mr.  Howe: 

I  am  very  glad  for  the  privilege  of  submitting  to 
you  my  first  report  after  one  and  a  half  years  of  service 
as  your  superintendent  of  schools. 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  enter  into  detailed  descrip- 
tion of  the  system  for  it  is  generally  known  that  Gran- 
tham supports  three  schools,  two  rooms  at  the  village 
and  one  room  at  the  North  End  or  Draper's  Mill  district. 
Extensive  repairs  and  additions  were  made  on  both  build- 
ings during  the  summer  of  1919  which  added  materially 
to  the  sanitary  conditions.  This  action  was  expensive 
but  necessary.  Since  1919  practically  no  repairing  has 
been  done  except  that  which  was  essential  for  the  pres- 
ervation of  the  buildings  and  equipment.  There  are 
still  a  few  corrections  that  should  be  made  as  soon  as 
convenient. 

For  the  past  two  years  the  North  End  school  has 
been  crowded,  at  least  more  grades  than  one  teacher 
could  instruct  with  efficiency.  With  the  forty  pupils  and 
eight  grades  it  is  not  difficult  to  understand  that  very 
few  minutes  can  be  allotted  to  each  class  and  a  lesser 
time  for  individual  instruction.  The  village  schools  are 
relieved  of  this  congestion  by  operating  two  rooms  and 
employing  two  teachers.    The  only  change  I  would  sug- 
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gest  is  to  convey  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  from 
the  North  End  to  the  village  but  this  might  not  be 
practical  at  the  present  time.  Such  an  arrangement 
would  not  only  give  the  children  of  the  upper  grades 
more  attention  but  at  the  same  time  would  allow  the 
teacher  at  the  North  End  greater  concentration  on  the 
smaller  pupils. 

TEACHERS 

Few  people  realize  the  shortage  of  teachers  in  this 
country.  The  National  Education  Service  report  nearly 
93,000  shortage  and  below  standard  in  United  States, 
October  the  12th,  1920.  It  is  becoming  more  difficult 
each  year  to  find  competent  teachers  who  will  sacrifice 
town  and  city  life  for  advantages  offered  in  rural 
communities.  They  require  greater  compensation  than 
such  a  district  can  afford  yet  it  is  more  economical  to  hire 
good  teachers  at  a  living  wage  than  a  poorer  teacher 
for  a  little  less  money.  We  have  been  particularly 
fortunate  in  securing  and  keeping  well  trained  and  com- 
petent teachers  during  the  teacher  crisis  of  the  past 
two  years.  Indications  point  to  more  encouraging 
teacher  conditions  throughout  the  country. 

SUPPLIES 

The  price  of  books  has  advanced  from  60  %_  to 
100%  since  1916.  Paper  that  used  to  cost  eighteen  to 
twenty- three  cents  now  wholesales  for  ninety  and  has 
been  up  to  one  dollar.  Common  scrap  paper  formally 
was  five  cents  a  pound  and  is  now  about  fifteen  cents. 
Other  school  supplies  have  advanced  in  proportion. 
Materials  are  becoming  stabilized,  however,  and  we 
may  expect  a  ten  to  fifteen  per  cent  decrease  in  cost 
next  vear. 
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MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

The    report   of    the  medical    examiner    shows    the 
following  conditions  in  our  schools:

The  Red  Cross  Chapter  have  given  the  services  of  a 
full  time  nurse  to  work  with  the  parents  and  to  assist 
the  examiner  in  improving  the  health  of  our  children. 
This  matter  is  of  vital  financial  importance.  When  a 
child  has  to  repeat  his  grade  and  remains  in  the  school 
system  one  year  more  on  account  of  some'  physical  de- 
fect it  costs  the  district  from  $30.00  to  $40.00  more 
than  as  if  the  defect  had  been  corrected,  allowing 
the  child  to  progress  normalty.  It  is,  however,  waste 
of  money  simply  to  find  out  that  defects  exist  without 
an  attempt  to  correct.  Parents  should  heed  carefully  the 
report  of  the  examiner  and  secure  treatment  if  possible. 
If  unable,  the  nurse  should  be  notified  and  in  all  prob- 
ability the  case  will  receive  aid. 

ATTENDANCE 

The  state  law  specifically  states  that  every  child 
shall  attend  school  all  the  time  that  school  is  in  session, 
excused  of  course  for  physical  and  mental  defects.  We 
have  had  one  or  two  cases  that  needed  legal  attention 
but  on  the  whole  the  situation  is  excellent  and  co- 
operation very  good. 

INSTRUCTION 

More  than  ever  before  we  should  insist  that  read- 
ing, writing  and  arithmetic  be  given  to  all  pupils  all 
the    time.    Occasionally  French   is  given    as  we  have 
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done  in  the  village  school.  The  object  is  not  to  teach 
French  in  place  of  English  but  to  give  the  pupil  a  new 
line  of  thought,  instruct  him  in  the  customs  of  other 
countries  and  to  show  that  some  of  our  words  in  com- 
mon use  are  derived  from  the  French.  Algebra  and 
Geometry  have-  also  been  taught  as  a  method  of  "short 
cuts"  in  Arithmetic.  The  higher  mathematics  have 
not  been  taught  as  such  but  only  as  a  means  of  cre- 
ating a  better  liking  for  the  common  branches. 

REVENUE 

Other  than  money  received  from  taxation  we 
should  receive  state  aid  to  the  amount  of  $1,000,  pro- 
vided of  course  that  the  legislature  follows  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  on  education.  Last  year 
we  received  $205.43. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  you  and  your  associate 
board  members  as  well  as  the  people  of  your  community 
for  the  co-operation  and  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
children  of  Grantham.
